3. GIVEN THESE LIMITED POSSIBILITIES WE ARE INCLINED 

TO SUGGEST DINNER IN THE SECRETARY'S SUITE, WHICH WOULD 
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CONVENIENCE FOLLOWING HIS LATE EVENING ARRIVAL AT HOTEL. 

4. AS FOR POST DINNER ENTERTAINMENT, WE SUGGEST YOU 
CONSIDER THREE POSSIBILITIES: (1) JOHN DEXTER SAYS 

ONE OF THE VERY BEST SAMBA SCHOOLS, IMPERIAL SERRANO, 

HAS PROPOSED IT ORGANIZE A SPECIAL SHOWING FOR THE
